Heavy damage was done to Co­ 
manche County fruit, berry, and 
pecan crops last 
week 
by the 
severe wind and cold spell. Just 
how bad the damage is. is hard 
to estimate and seems to vary 
greatly with each individual farm. 
Charles 
Cuthbertson. 
veteran 
berry grower, estimates that he 
will have from 40 to 50 per cent 
of his berries left while some re- 
port a complete loss. Ernest Wells \ 
of the Sidney community who has * 
only a small patch of berries, re- j 
ports a 75 per cent crop left. 
Walter Durham, head of the 
Durham Pecan and Peanut Shell- J 
ing Plant and the canning plant 
estimate s the damage to the berry 
Ctrop at 50 to 75 per cent and the 
pecan crop almost a complete loss, t 
Charles Denny who has one of j 
the biggest Elberta peach orchards 
in the county says that he be­ 
lieves that he has from 75 to 80 
per cent of a crop left.

Practically all 
small garden stuff was killed.
